Save Over $22,000 in Just

CHICAGO, Jan. 326.—William F. 
Quesse, president of the Flat Jan 
tors’ Union, appears to be wasting 
valuable talent on mall things. Ac- 
cording to the testimony brought 
out at hie trial for conspiracy to- 
day, he could easily qualify as 
treasurer of the United States. On 
a salary of $460 a month the books 
ot the Kenwood National Bank 
show he deposited in three and 
one-half months a total of $22,761. 
It is assumed he must have paid 
out running expenses during that 
time of a thousand or 80. 

The State charges that this re- 
markable financial showing is due 
to his graft from numerous “shake- 
downs” of tenants, fat owners and 
merchants who were delivering 

at various homes. From 
January 18 to May 18, Quesse also 
banked for his own private account 
$6468.34. 

Quesse explained that he re- 
ceives a salary of $450 a month 
from the Flat Janitors Union aud 
also $3000 a year additional as 
president of the International Fiat 
Janitors Union. He says he made 
the rest of the money i: real estate 
deals. The State maintains that 
he made most of it by causing 
bombs to be dropped into apart- 
monts where the proprietors and 
occupants were slow in “coming 
across.” 

Mrs, Amelia Katz, a widow, who 
owne a six-apartment building, said 
she was forced to pay $80 in graft 
to Eugene Fosdick. one of the men 
on trial with Quesse. She w 
forced to dismiss a janitor she 4.

mains unsettied. 

The Shantung meeting and 4 ses- 
sion of the drafting subcommittee,

\firmed after agreement on addi- 
tion of unauthorised wireless con- 
stituted the formal eonference ac- 
tivities today. The December 7 
resolution provides for cancells-

NEW REGULATIONS 
FOR INCOME TAXES.

RELATE TO INSPECTION OF 
RETURNS; APPROVED BY 
PRESIDENT. 


(RY A FP. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—New 
treasury regulations, approved by 
President Harding and covering 
the inspection of income tas re- 
turns. were promulgated today by 
Secretary Mellon. The regula- 
tions relate to returns of individ- 
vals, partnerships, estates, trusts, 
corporations, associations, joint | 
stock companies and insurance 
companies. 

The new regulations supersede 
rules promulgated Jan. 7, 1920, by 
former Secretary Glass. 

Under the law all such income 
tax returns are open to inspection 
only on order of the President 
under regulations prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. The 
rules set forth such persons as 
may be permitted to inspect income 
tax returns in general, requiring 
them to be of some formal con- 
nection with the matter as in the 


case of the income tax returns 
of a corporation which may be in- 
spected by a stockholder of record 
owning 1 per cent or more of the 
stares of the outstanding stock of | 
the corporation. 
Permission to inspect returns | 
must be obtained from the —4 
ternal Revenue Commissioner, ex- | 
cept in the case of Treasury be- 
partment officials, whose duties re- 
quire the inspection of returns.

Plan to Remove W harfage Charge b Aid Harbor; 
City Saves Big Sum; Day in Review. 


Los Angeles Harbor will be kept 
on an equality with San Francisco 
and other Pacific Coast ports in 
the matter of charges on its im- 
port and export traffic charges if 
the plan for the absorption and 
elimination of the wharfage 
charge, advanced yesterday by F. 
P. Gregson, traffic manager and 
secretary of the Associated Job- 
bers, in a letter to the Board of 
Harbor Commissioners, is accepted 
by the latter body. 

At present, Los Angeles is the 
only port on the Coast which 
makes this wharfage charge on 
shipments unloaded at the harbor. 
Seattie and Portiand have already 
abolished the tariff and San Fran- 
cisco fell into line recently when 
its officials accepted the same plan 
that is now being offered the local 
harbor commissioners. 

According to Mr. Gregson’s let- 
ter, the plan is briefly this: The 
Southern Pacific, in an effort to 
preserve an equality in the volume 
of traffic passing through the port 
of Los Angeles with that moving 
through other Coast ports, pro- 
poses to enter into negotiations 
with the steamship lines serving 
this port with a view to concluding 
an arrangement whereby the 
wharfage charge will be absorbed. 
Such arrangements have already 
been completed in San Francisco, 
where payment of the State toll, 
corresponding to our .wharfage 
charge, ie no longer required of 
freight passing over the wharves 
at that port. 

Mr. Gregson's letter resents 
the culmination of agitation that 
has been carried on for seme time 
towarde the elimination: of’ this 
charge and the placing of Los An- 
geles on an equal footing with the 
other ports entering into competi- 
tion with it. The letter follows: 
“To the Hon. Board of Harbor 

Commissioners, Los Angeles, Cal. 

“Gentiemen: As you probabiy 
know, an arrangement has just re- 
cently been concluded between the 
railway and steamship lines serv- 
Ing the port of San Francisco 
whereby the charge known as State 
toll, assessed against freight pass 
ing over the wharves at San Fran- 
cisco, will be absorbed. This State 
toll corresponds to what is com 
monly known as wharfage charges. 

“This absorption is to apply on 
an import and export business 
originating at or destined to Ja- 
pan, China, Philippine Islands, In- 
dia.

“The Southern Pacific Company, 
as you well know, serves both the 
Port of Ban Francieco and Los An- 
geles and knowing that the South- 
ern Pacific recognizes the impor- 
tance of keeping the port of Los 
Angeles on an equality with the 
Coast ports, and 
knowing further their desire to be 
helpful in furthering the interests 
of the port of Los Angeles, I have 
been In negotiation with the South- 
ern Pacific Company with a view 
to having them place the port of 
Los Angeles on a parity with the 
port of San Francisco with re- 
spect to the’ absorption of this 
wharfage charge, as a result of 
which I have the assurance of J. T. 
Saunders, general freight agent, 
Southern Pacific Company, that 
they will be glad to enter into 
negotiations with the steamship
